HARD TIMES ABROAD. 


The FlaaacUl Crlnto la England.lre- 
load aud Dcotlaad—TM© Views of 
aa latelllReat American Merchant. 
New York Correspondence Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Yesterday I had a long talk with Mr. Ar­ 
mour, of Armour, Plankinton cc Co., the 
largest pork sqJ provision dealers in (lie 
United States. Mr. Armour ha9 just re- 
lured from England, and he is filled with 
alarm at the distressing financial status of 
Great Britain. 
**What is the matter over there ?” I 
asked. 
A general financial ruin stares them in 
the face all over England, Ireland and 
Scotland,’* said Mr. Armour. “Banks and 
individuals are falling everywhere. 
The 
newspapers do not tell halt the story. The 
English people are in a dreadful condition. 
Manufacturers arc running behind, the 
tenants can not pay their rents, real estate 
has shrunk in value and can not be sold at 
any price, the mechanic is idle, and the 
farmer u poor.” 
“Why can’t the fiarmmers pay their 
rents ?” 
“Because their crops do cot pay. Prices 
for farm products are so low that the latin 
er only makes enough to live on. 
The 
900,000 land-owners arc out in the cold 
They cannot collect their r«nts nor sell 
their land, and many seemingly rich fami­ 
lies are actually suffering from poverty.” 
“What makes provisions so low V 
‘The splendid crops made on this side. 
The tact ta, the United Slates, having co 
large army to take away the laboring men, 
it making more provisions than the whole 
world can eat We are putting wheat in 
Liverpool at $1.08, and pork in Dublin and 
Glasgow—clear sides, dry-salted—tor 5J^c, 
Now, how can the English farmer stand 
this ? He pays rental on land worth $iOrt 
to $300 an acre. The lowest farm lands 
rent tor $10 an acre per 
annum. 
Tee 
average yield of wheat is thirteen bushels 
to aa acre, worth—say $13. 
Now, how 
can that farmer pay hts rent ? Then they 
used to sell their pork for loc. per pound; 
and how can they sell it at 5*£c and live ?” 
“Then cheap American provisions are 
raining the English farmers ?” 
“Yes. They are backing their $300 laud 
against our $20 land, and the result is the 
$300 land is tumbling. The shrinkage is 
awful already. They are just going through 
what we have gone through, or rather 
they are fixed as we would be fixed if some 
great country like China should ship wheat 
to Chicago and sell it for thirty cents per 
bushel and fill up Cincinnati with pork at 
$3 a barrel. Where would our farmers be 
then? They would be ruined, and our 
land values would shrink half within a 
year, and another crash like that in Eng­ 
land would be upon us.” 
“What remedy do you propose for the 
bard times ?” 
. 
“They have no remedy. 
They ara be- ! 
wtldered aud discouraged. 
A member of 
Parliament told me that be was thinking 
of advocating an import duty on corn, pork 
and wheat, and thus put wheat up to 
$9 
and 
pork 
up 
to 
$10. 
But 
this would 
be 
only 
enacting 
the 
odious corn laws again. I told this mem­ 
ber that if they should put an import duty 
on wheat and pork that the wages of la­ 
boring men would have to be advanced, 
and then our American manufacturers 
would have the advantage. ‘See,’ I said, 
‘we are already sending cotton^clothjcottoc 
thread, and even steel goods and cutlery, 
to England'’ ’’ 
“What do you thick will be the end cf 
the hard times in England ?” I asked. 
“They will end In a dreadful deprecia­ 
tion ot real estate, the stoppage of the man­ 
ufactories, general poverty, mob violence, 
labor insnrrectioos, and a general smash­ 
up of business and society. If I had land 
in England to-day I would sell it at any 
price.’* 
“Have we got through shrinking in 
America ?" 
“No. That Is, we have and we haven’t 
Lands east of Iowa must shrink still more lo 
value.

GUNS AND AMMUNITION. 


A Kiltie Contrivance that W ill Walk 
a Lazy Man Tw elve Mile* an Roar. 
From th* Philspeiphia Record. 
The newspaper carrier who serves pa­ 
pers to the attendants in the Permanent 
Exhibition Building goes his rounds at the 
rate ot twelve miles an hour, 
tie travels 
on machines not unlike roller skates which 
are called pedomoiors, according to the in­ 
ventor, Mr. J. ii. Hobbs, an architect, on 
Walnut street, above Fifth. The day .8 
not far distant when the whole city will be 
on wheels, when pedestrians will be skim­ 
ming through the streets at the rate of ten 
miles an hour without any more effort than 
is now put forth m perambulating half 
that distance. 
The pedomotor consists of four tough, 
light wooden wheels, supplied with an 
outer rim of tough india rubber. These 
wheels are secured to a frame the shape of 
the foot, which is strapped to the pedal ex­ 
tremities In the .usual manner. Unlike 
roller skates, the wheels of these little 
vehicles are not under, hut are placed on 
each side of the foot, thus giving the wear­ 
er a good standing, as well as a solid toot­ 
ing. The rear wheels are three inches in 
diameter, while those in front are but two 
and a half inches. This gives the foot a 
slight incline, and wnen in motion has 
much to do in impelling the pedes­ 
trian 
forward. 
Extending 
from 
the toe, with a slight curl toward the 
ground is a piece of casting termed tne 
pusher, which is simply used in mounting 
an elevation or steep incline. 
From the 
center of the heel a email brass wheel ex­ 
tends backward, serving as a guide as well 
as a brake. The whole scarcely turns the 
scale at a pound weight 
la using them 
no m<*rc effort is required than in ordinary 
walking. The wearer steps with his reg­ 
ular guide, and is amszed to dud himself 
skimming over the ground so rapidly with 
so little muscular effort Mr. Hobbs ex­ 
plains the mystery of the rapid movement 
in 
this 
manner: 
A 
man 
whose 
striae 
is 
thirty-two 
inches 
will 
traverse forty-eight inches, or one*half far­ 
ther, with the pedomotor. This'is because 
the body is in constant motion. 
For in­ 
stance, says he, the traveler starts, and, 
bile he raises one foot to step, he contin* 
uea rapidly onward until that foot is set 
down aud the other raised to make another 
step. This gives him more momentum, 
aud away he goes over two miles in the 
same time to accomplish a mile with the 
feel. No effort of the body is required for 
use, as in skates. 
The traveler simply 
plants one toot before the other, and flnJs 
himself whizzed along at a lively rate.

thaw many an older person would be liable 
to when subjected to the searching aud 
puzzling questions of a lawyer, when bent 
on a rigid cross-questioning. 
In fact she 
stood the ordeal well. 
Her mother at the 
beginning of the child’s testimony indulg­ 
ed in a few tears, and then sat with bowed 
head, apparently busyj with fingering a 
patent-medicine almanac, but as the child 
proceeded with her story, ^the mother 
teeming to be reassured, raised her face 
and watched her with £evident^ interest.
